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Linguists Put Their Skills to Use 


In the first and second years of lan¬ 
guages students learned reading and 
basic granuner. The third and fourth 
years were spent preparing for the 
Indiana University Honors Program 
by reviewing and expanding vocab¬ 
ulary. 

Utilizing their skills and under¬ 
standing, German 3 students read 
Endl Und die Detektive; German 5, 
Die Verschwundine Detektive; and 
German 7, Kleider Machen Leute 
Der Richter und Sein Henker. 

Spanish and French pupils learn¬ 
ed the language and geography of 
their respective countries under 
study. Spanish classes used such 
films as “Viviendas Espanol,” “Un 
Restaurante Madrileno,” and “El 
Sueno Dorado;” French classes, 
“Je Parle;” and Latin, “Italy” to 
aid them. Gavit’s language lab gave 
students a chance to hear a foreign 
language in the native tongue.

The ability to speak and write 
one’s own language is essential for 
success. To meet this demand, 
Gavit offered college preparatory 
English, practical and general Eng¬ 
lish, accelerated English, world lit¬ 
erature, and developmental reading. 

Practical English prepared stu¬ 
dents for the business world and 
everyday life by putting proper 
emphasis on proper speaking and 
writing. General English stressed 
literature, grammar, and writing. 
Emphasis was on vocabulary for col¬ 
lege bound students in College 
Prep. There was also a six week 
study on reference books, a study 
of immense value for college. Shake¬ 
speare’s writings, including Romeo 
and Juliet, Macbeth, and Julius 
Caesar, as well as other great liter¬ 
ary figures, such as Chaucer, were 
explored by the students. 

World literature was offered in 
place of last semester English. This 
course probed the history and in¬ 
fluences of great literature. 'The 
Greeks and Romans were studied 
throughout the semester.

This year a variety of math 
courses was offered to fulfill the 
needs of each individual student. 

As usual, college prep classes 
struggled through algebra’s equa¬ 
tions, theoroms, and formulas, ge¬ 
ometry’s proofs, and the logarithms 
of algebra-trig. For futher study, 
math analysis was offered this year. 
In this more advanced class, math- 
meticians employed skills previous¬ 
ly learned, while acquiring many 
new valuable ones useful for the 
college math tests given in the 
spring. 

In the experimental math, U.I.- 
C.S.M., pupils again concerned 
themselves with self-discovery of 
concepts, as well as math theory 
and computation. 

General math pupils learned to 
balance a budget, fill out and com¬ 
pute income tax forms, as well as 
to increase basic math skills.

Continued interest has been 
shown once again in advanced bi¬ 
ology, 3C-Cell Biology, advanced 
biology, 3A-Anatomy, and physi¬ 
ology; the latter two having been 
offered for the second consecutive 
year by popular demand. One of the 
highlights of cell biology was a 
semester project in which fruit flies 
were used to study genetics. In ad¬ 
dition to the special fruit fly unit, 
cytological experimentalists studied 
cellular organelles, genetic charac¬ 
teristics in plants (in order to de¬ 
termine genetic ratios), made col¬ 
loidal systems, observed rate of 
absorption in various substances, 
and studied the process of DNA 
and RNA replication in great 
length. Advanced Biology 3A was 
primarily involved with laboratory 
experiments using more complex 
animals than fruit flies. 

Chemistry 1 and 2 were offered 
again this year. Budding chemists 
sought to understand different 
phases of substances through chem¬ 
ical activity and by proving, through 
extensive experimentation what was 
taught in the text.

Two new courses were introduced 
by the science department this year 
—Physical Science 1 and 2 and 
Physics 3 and 4. 

Physical science, a combination 
of chemistry and physics, but with 
less emphasis on mathematics, was 
designed primarily for the non¬ 
science students planning to go to 
college but not to major in science. 
Students studied through experi¬ 
ments such topics as matter, elec¬ 
tricity, sound, and light. 

Amateur phycists probed sub¬ 
jects directly related to matter and 
energy in order to develop an un¬ 
derstanding of these two l»sic con¬ 
cepts. Physics 3 and 4, a contin¬ 
uation of Physics 1 and 2, was 
taught for the college bound science 
student.

A wide variety of classes were 
offered at Gavit this year in the 
stenographic, clerical, and book¬ 
keeping fields of business. These 
courses of study trained able stu¬ 
dents to step right into the business 
world upon graduation. 

Stenography was offered to de¬ 
velop skills of students interested 
in a typing, stenographic, or sec¬ 
retarial position for a career. Speed 
and perfection were stressed in the 
four semester course of typing and 
the two semester course of short¬ 
hand. In transcription, a four semes¬ 
ter course, emphasis was on the 
rapid reading of the student’s own 
shorthand combined with the ad¬ 
vancement of his typing potency. 
The secretarial practice course en¬ 
abled the pupil to practice his sec¬ 
retarial skills to the organization 
and activities of a typical office. 

In bookkeeping, the basic essen¬ 
tials of bookkeeping concepts, term¬ 
inology, principles, and problems 
were among several general areas 
learned. Here, as in the stenograph¬ 
ic course, typing with the addition 
of office machines, general business, 
business law, business English, and 
various other business electives 
were also taught.

This year Gavit’s home economics 
department strove to give the entire 
Gavit poplace—male and female a 
working knowledge of homemaking 
techniques. 

Seamstresses acquired fimdamen- 
tal sewing skills, applying them to 
such basic projects as skirts, and 
jumpers in Clothing 1.

Staffed by a large group of re¬ 
turning letterwinners, Gavit’s var¬ 
sity hardcourt team posted the best 
season in seven years of competition 
with a record of fourteen wins and 
eight losses.
